LL REPORTS show that most 
members of Congress returned 
to Washington favoring reduc- 

togp in government expenditures 
and were not only opposed w in- 
creases in taxes, but for reductions 
After having conferred with his 
leaders in Congress, President Tru- 
man's messages have been less in 
favor of increases in taxes w bal- 
ance the budget than they were a 
year ago 

This is significant and important. 
Ic is the effect of members of Con- 
gress visiting their constituents. It 
shows the people are learning the 
hard way by experience that 
they cannot have the supposed bene- 
fits of big government spending 
without everybody having to pay 
for them, directly or indirectly, in 
taxes. It indicates also that an in- 
creasing number are beginning to 
realize that the benefits they derive 
from government spending are less 
than they have to pay for them. 

The most dangerous threat to the 
American political and economic 
system for almost 20 years has been 
widespread acceptance of the theory, 
first, during the depression that the 
government could spend us back to 
prosperity, and, second, that after 
prosperity had been attained huge 
government spending was necessary

prise, Then during depression 
the policy of largely increased gov- 
ernment spending was advocated 
and adopted to “prime the pump” 
and start a revival of production, 
distribution and employment by 
private enterprise. The theory did 
not work, After it had been tried 
seven years, business and employ- 
ment in 1940 still showed little im- 

provement 
Then came preparations for and 
actual participation in war involv- 
ing wholly unprecedented govern- 
ment expenditures. This created the 
appearance of prosperity, and the 
believers in huge government spend- 
ing predicted a severe depression 
when spending was enormously re- 
duced after the war. Their predic 
tion failed of fulfiliment. During the 
war there had accumulated, on the 
one hand, huge shortages of civilian 
goods, and, on the other hand, large 
buying power in the hands of both 
bs and pros 


perity has been maintained in peace- 
tume by the use of this accumulated 
buying power to remedy the short 
ages 

Government expenditures since 
the war, although greatly reduced, 
have been larger ¢ ever before 
in peace-time, and are again increas 
ing, causing the dreat of increases 
in taxes to pay them. Many who 
thought big government expendi- 
tures would benefit them in the be- 
lief that taxes to defray them would 
have to be paid by corporations and 
the rich, are beginning wo realize 
that they cannot evade their share of 
taxes and that the taxes they pay 
indirectly in prices, rentals and se 
on, are just as certainly deductions 
from their incomes as those they pay 
directly. Hence the theory of the 
socialistic “welfare state” involving 
government spending to benefit the 
many at the expense of the few is 
losing its glamour. 

Winston Churchill once stated 
the case against both capitalism and 
socialism in a single sentence, He 
said: “The trouble with capitaliom 
is that it causes inequality of 
wealth; the trouble with socialioem 
is that it causes equality of poverty.”

What About Conventions? 


HAT do conventions have to offer, and what can the member who attends 
business” What they have to offer depends on the program content of the 
general sessions, and on the number. variety and mformative value of the exhibits. 
The quality of the program can be anything the members want it to be, be- 
cause every convention head not only accepts but continually solicits suggestions 
from the members. Only the members are to blame if the program is not to their 
hhing. Excepting conventions in the few cites that do not have adequate exhibit 
space, the effectiveness of exhibits is determined entirely by manufacturers of 
the products on view. The results they obtain from year to year are sullicient to 
spur them to strive to maimtain or achieve high educational and interest valuc. 
Thus, conventions have to offer principally what the association members want 
them to offer 

What a member can take from them that has practical value depends entirely 
on how he uses his time at the convention. Conviviality and play are pleasant if 
not important by-products, but the real purpose of « convention is to make the 
time and money spent by the member who attends an investment in improved 
business operation. 

Good examples of what members can get are afforded by the experiences of a 
Boston home builder and an Illinois retail lumberman last year, The builder, 
faced with « problem in the development of a system for circulating warm air 
heat, collected a group of advertixements clipped princypally from the American 
Builder and flew to Chicago with the idea of thus taking one day out of his busy 
schedule, to attend one see-ion of the panel on heating and have a quick look at 
the exhibits of the advertimers whose presentations he had brought with him. The 
proposed one day at the convention became three, spent exclusively with manu- 
facturers of heating equipment and other building products, and resulted in a 
complete solution of the heating problem. A plus was in the form of several new 
ideas he had not thought of 

The lumber dealer listened to one speech at a dealer's convention, then left 
for home immedhately to revise his spring purchasing schedule. The move netted 
the dealer excellent profits in the «pring months, whereas with the plan he had 
charted before attending the convention he would have had to struggle to break 
even.

Mass Production—Individual Results 


Hemes in 200-unit development are built

NLDER Joseph Raymond of 

Hawthorne, NJ. has found a 
middle ground between building 
houses for sale and doimg custom 
work. The buyer of a home in Ray 
mond’s 200 dwelling development can 
say “This its the way we wanted it” 
instead of “It doesn't quite suit us, 
but we had to take it because that's 
the way the builder did it.” 

Raymond achreves this without sac- 
rifeing the ecconomy of building 
houses to conform to a standard pat- 
tern. His pattern in flexible, how 
ever. Although he does not build to 
the customer's specifications, in al- 
most every possible instance he does 
give the buyer a number of possibil- 
ties from which to choose What Ray 
mom! calls a “variable room” is an 


excellent example. This can be ether 


a dming room, connecting with the ed. The first 91 houses were planned 


living rowm and the kitchen through 
open archways, or a walled-off bed- 
room. The buyer decides which he 
prefers and Raymond builds that 
way. No matter which, the price stays 
the same 

This policy pays off. Forty six 
houses were sold the day the first 
mxiel home opened. Since then, sales 
at the Raymond Ranch Homes pro; 
ect, located at New Milford, NJ. 
within commuting distance of New 
York City, have been consistently far 
ahead of comstruction. Only 91 dwell- 
ings were planned when the develop- 
ment was opened in October, 1949, 
but because of the case with which 
the homes sold, Raymond soon de- 
cided to expand the project if he 
could obtain more land. He succeed- 


for a 29-acre site, but within a month 
after selling started Raymond had 
bought an adjomng 29 acres and im- 
creased the number of homes to 2D 

The variable room—<dining room or 
bedroom—ts not the only rtem about 
which the buyer has a choice. The 
customer may select from exterior 
color schemes created by Beatrice 
West of the Rahr Color Clinic He 
has a choice of a garage or no garage 
lf he wants a garage, he may decide 
whether he wants a emall front gable 
peak over the garage or over a bed 
room at the other end of the house 
The customer selects his own wall 
paper, although the builder buys it 
and puts it on. The customer decides 
whether he wants ceramic tile or 
aluminum tile in the bathroom and 
he selects the color of tile he likes 
best. He chooses the color for bath 
room fixtures. He decides between 
double-glazed or ordinary glass im the 
picture windows He selects from 
among 14 possible colors for the 
breakfast nook set in the kitchen. He 
selects the color and pattern for 
ketchen linoleum He decides whether

The Rahr Color Climic did not par- 
ticipate im the original planning of 
Raymond Ranch Homes. In fact, 
when the firm was retained late in 
October, about ten contracts already 
had been signed, and it was necessary 
for Raymond and his sales staff to 


ask these ten buyers to approve the 
color schemes worked out for their 


homes. All except two buyers were 
enthusiastic mmmediately, and st didn't 
take long to convince the dissenters 
that they, too, would benefit by the 
color consultants’ experience and 
know hedge 

Nine exterior color schemes were 
developed for the Raymond Ranch 


Homes. As delivered to the builder, 
cach scheme shows real samples of 
materials im every possible case—a 
real sample of an asphalt shingle im 
the selected color blend, a real sam- 
ple of shake shingle stained to the hue 
desired and a real sample of asbestos 
siding im its color. Paint colors for 
vertical board siding, trim, accent 
and the porch also are shown exactly 
Color locations and color specifica. 
thoms are given 

Fach color scheme is prepared in 
chart form, bound, in a neat folder 
The sales staff at Raymond Ranch 
Homes considers these folders one of 
its most valuable selling aids. A pro- 
spective customer is not told, for ex- 
ample, that the house he's imterested 
in will have a red asphah roof. In- 
stead, he is handed the appropriate 
color chart, which not only informs 
him that the roof will be a red blend 
but actually shows him the material 
itseli; As Miss West puts it: “He can 
hold his roof in his hands.” 

In developing each of the nine color 
schemes for the Raymond houses, 
Miss West began by choosing a blend- 
ed color asphalt roofing. This is her 
customary way of working. For the 
Raymond Ranch Homes, there are 
five asphalt shingle blends—red, gray, 
slate, brown and green, with cach 
except green in two different schemes 

Besides creating the different color 
schemes, the color clinic decided ex- 
actly which of the 2A) dwellings 
would be colored m accordance with 
each scheme. Decisions are final Ii 
a customer bays the house in location 
No. 87, tor imstance, he ovust take the 
color scheme designated for No. &7 
lf the customers wants another 
scheme, he must select a location for 
which hm chosen color plan was spe 
crhed 

Raymond ms convinced that altering 
his professionally planned color de- 
sgn would detract from the appear

Usually, Sulak uses two heavy 
duty radial saws mounted beneath 
portable frame sheds, and a third 
mounted on a trailer, The 
ber of saws varies with the size of 
the project. These saws are hned 
up parallel to the building under 
construction. ‘Salak says that two 
of his men, carpenters who form a 
team for each radml saw, can cut 
12) rafters every hour 

One man positioned at the 
saw, the other at the lumber pile 
The man at the saw makes the 
rulge angle cut-off at the top of the 
rafter as the first operation He 
then swings the machine to the 
right until it is in the correct plate 
angle position, located by an auto 
matic stop 

Both men then pick ap the rafter 
and walk to the left with u, where 
the man who was formerly at the 
“aw now positions the rafter on the 
saw table at various pencil marks 
that have been made for the suc 
cessive cuts. The second man at 
the saw finishes making the cuts, 
using automatic stops on the saw 
to quickly position for the angles 

While the man who aligned the 
ratter to the pencil marks removes 
the completed rafter from the table,

concern for several years to «4 
home builder in Gary, Ind. Comben- 
mg experience m industrial heating 
engineering with ten years of residen- 
tial construction work, Paul 
Schlewher has devoted a sizable 
amount of his time to experimental 
work with heat. Today he behewes he 
ts using one of the most efhcrent meth. 
ods he has worked with, so tar, for 
hasemetitiess houses 

Schlercher an adaptation 
of a racdmant-torced warm aw per- 
umeter system with a continuous base 
board heat outlet devised by humself 
The baseboard outlet, about three 
imches above floor level, runs around 
the entire imide perimeter of the 
house. Heat supplied to it through 
a duct heat distribution system, also 
devised by Schlescher (patent is ap 
plied tor) 

Warm ae from an oil-fired counter 
flow furnace « forced by fan into a 
duct. 12 inches in diameter, that rans 
through the center of a remforce 
44-inch concrete slab. The heating 
system is located in the center of the 
floor, over the large duct. From this 
duct, warm air passes into S-inch di- 
ameter pipes imbedded in the slab 
about two fect on centers. The heat 
then passes through the baschoard 
outlet into the rooms 

To form the continvous baseboard 
heat outlet, Schleicher leaves a space 
of approximately 14% inches between 
the conerete slab and the meide face 
of the studs. A reflective type of in 
sulation « fastened to the studs from 
the bottom edge of the slab to a herght 
of seven mches One wood 
block is fastened to cach etud at the 
lewel of the finished floor, and one for 
each stud ic fastened at a height of 
about three mches abowe the flowy 
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TYPICAL home ia Schleicher development 
has sliding doors os all an out 
side storage area in beck as shown above 


HEAT entering room between two baseboard sections. is evenly distributed 


The blocks abowe the floor level serve 
as @ plaster grownd and as support 
for the upper portron of the baseboard

In homes completed last year, the 
firm successfully used an ofl-fired 
heating anit and flue encased m a 
brick chimney. in this system, a tan 
installed im the attic takes heat col 
lected trom the fue and fre pot in 
the chomney and terces down mto 
the duct distribution system. Cold as

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A MAJOR essential of good home 
buikiing practice in the careful 
construction of a chummey which has 
heen correctly designed to perform its 
intended function. This is the joimt 
respomibulity of the architect and 
burkler—netther of whom would call 
himself a heating expert. Yet, if 
more chimneys were designed and 
after consultation with the heat 
ing contractor, the sumber of home 
owner heating complaints would be 
matertally lessened 

The fundamental purpose of a 
chowney to remove from the house 
the products of combustion, smoke 
am! flue gas, which have been gener 
ated on the heating units of the house 
When built to serve a hand-fired coal 
or wom! burning fernace, of one 
heated by a natural draft of burner, 
the chimney should fulfill a second 
namely, te create enough 
dratt to draw combustion arr imto the 
combustien space of the heater 
Notheng cither structural of deeor 
ative showkd be meorperated im the 
chimney whech will prevent it from 
effectively and adequately serving 
these functions 

It reasemable and logical that the 
heating contractor should serve as a 
comaltant on come traction 
The mayjortty of howe chimmevs are 
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built for the purpose of serving cen- 
tral. fired home heating systems Be- 
cause the comfortable heating of the 
house is hes direct respomsibility, the 
heating contractor should have a 
votce in every clement of construction 
which will affect the final perform. 
ance of the system which he installs 

When a home owner with a hand 
fred coal furnace complains to his 
fuel dealer that the coal he is using 
“doesn't seem te have any heat im a” 
or “deesn't burn property” a 
prevailing practice, based on proved 
experience, to peg the chimney as 
the first suspect. Draft gauges and 
other chimney fanction-testing equip- 
ment are enjoying increased use 
among fucl dealers and heating men 
These are proving more and more 
that poor chimmeys are generally the 
cause of poor and inefiicient fuel 
combustion. When the defects of 
faulty chinmey flue construction have 
heen proved to the new home owner 
the general comtractor can expect to 
fil himself om the receiving end of 
voerierous complaints which have, m 
many cases. ewen bed to legal action 

Chimney reborkding is expensive It 
« certainly many more times costly 
than it would have been to correctly 
design and closely supervise = the 
proper construction of the chimney m 


Tee eften inefficient and ex-

first consideration im the design 
of the chimney is the provision of an 
adequate flue area for the rapid re- 
moval of smoke and flue gas. The 
quantity of smoke and gases to be 
removed will depend on (a) the kind 
of feel which will be burned m the 
furnace and (b) the quantity of fuel 
necessary to maintain the house at a 
comfortable tenyperature 

It the heating contractor's re- 
spomubelity to determine the heating 
needs of the house in order to cor 
rectly size his heating plant imstalla- 
thom. After having designed the hrat- 
img plant and. through consultation 
with the home owner, determined the 
type of fuel to he used, the heating 
man can specify the required inside 
dimensions of the flue 
either trom his own experence of 
from data supplied him by the manu- 
facturers of the equipment which will 
be installed 

Flues built to serve furnaces which 
will ase off of gas burners will not 
require as large flue dimensions as 
will furnaces which burn coal. In 
areas where hand-fired coal may be 
burned, ether now of later. chimney 
flues should he sized ewen larger than 
theoretically required m order to off- 
set the effect of soot accumulation 
Continual depositing of soot on fluc 
walls wall naturally restrict the area of 
free smoke passage. Dr A.C. Willard, 
presudent emeritus of the University 
of Ivneas and influential factor im the 
establishment of the continuous warm 
aw heateng research program spon- 
sored by the National Warm Aw 
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tHieating and Aw Conditioning Amo- 
ciation at this University, recom. 
menmds that in an area where hand 
fired beturemous coal may be burned 
central heating plant, the nom- 
mal chimney flue dimensions should 
never be less than eight inches by 12 
inches 

In additem to reducing the free 
area tor smoke passage. soot accunw 
lations im undersized chimney 
present definite fire hazards Chinuney 
fires originate at the bottom of chim 
neys when soot ignites. Burmeng rap- 
lly and intensely. such a fire will 
generate such a high pressure inside 
the lower part of the chimney as to 
practically spout the burning chunks 
of soot out of the chimmey and on to 
the surroumbng roof area 

The height of the furnace fue is 
also an tuportant design factor. This 
particularly true when there 
need for “natural draft combustion” 
as m the case of a hand-fred furnace 
burning solid fuel. The chimney serv 
ing this type furnace must provide 
strong cnough suction to draw air 
inte the combustion space and up 
through the bed of ash and fuel 

If the heating system i¢ designed 
for use with solid fuel burned in a 
stoker, the stoker fan will supply the 
forced draft pressure necessary to 
supply the needed combuston arr and 
force it up through the fuel bed The 
chimney need supply only the amount 
of draft necessary to remowe the flue 
gases trom the furnace 

An ol barner of the type operating 
on natural draft will require chomney 
suction strong cnough to pull the air 
ito the combustion space in order t 
support the burneng of the fuel The 
ol burner equipped with a forced 
draft fan will provide tts own com 
bustion and the draft 
need be only enough to vent products 
of combartion from the upper part of 
the combustion chamber to the out 

Draft intensity of a chimney um de 
om (a) the difference be- 
tween the temperature of flue gases 
the amd the tempera 
ture of the outdoor air and (bh) the 
hencht of the chrmmey 

The greater the temperature dif 
ference between the flue gases and the 
outdoor air, the stronger the draft 
That t why a chimney located some 
where pear the center of the house 
where fot exposed to winter 
chall until rises abowe the roof will 
provide a stronger draft than an cut 
which is exposed to the 
weather on ome of more sides Cold 
detee flue gases collected within the 
flue confines of an cxpesed chimney 
blanket the venting of the furnace 
am? can result in and 
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backing into the house 

From information supphed him by 
the manufacturers of the heating 
equipment to be installed, the heating 
comtractor can advise the architect or 
builder as to the desirable height as 
well as the inside dimensions of the 
chimney flue 

The offset flue is probably one of 
the most prevalent structural faults 
in chimmeys to which the problem of 
imeufficient draft can be attributed 
The necessity for creating offsets in 
keeping with design and structural 
demands of certain style houses ix not 
to be demed. However, m 4 great 
many cases, chimney draft problems 
on offset flue chimneys could be elim- 
mated by use of the semple ingredients 
of caretal thought and skilled crafts 
manship 

the fractional standpoint, the 
furnace flue is certainly more impor 
tant than the fireplace flue There 
fore, if the heater flue and fireplace 
flue are encased im the same chuomnecy 
and if one of the flues needs to be off 
eet, let be the fireplace Aue 
Wherever possible the heater fluc 
should be kept perfectly straight 

If offset of the heater fluc is abso 
lutely necessary, it is wnportant that 
the angle of offset be not more than 
D) degrees and less, if at all pos 
sible To make any heater flue offset 
greater than degrees is invite 
eventual combustion trouble in the 
heating system 

If the bricklayer begins his corbel 
ling on both sides of the offset at the 
same level, the cross sectional area 
of the flue throughout the offset om ma 
terially reduced A bottleneck is cre 
ated which frictional re 
sistance and slows down the welocity 
ot the flue gases, recuces draft m 
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mercrases 


tensity, and volumetric capacity of the 
chimney 

To explain volumetric capacity 
Even when carefully made. chimney 
offsets will create turbulence and fric 
tion. These two deterrent elements 
will tend to reduce the velocity at 
which combustion gases flow upward 
through the chinuney. The more slug 
gish the flow, the greater will be the 
cross-sectional area necessary to 
carry the volume of combustion gases 
which the chimney must handle 
Whereas the cross-sectional area of 
the straight part of the chimney may 
have been adequate to carry the vol 
ume of gases produced, the bottleneck 
created by an improperly constructed 
offset will reduce the entire stack 
capacity of the chimney. The draft, 
of suction, potential of the chimney in 
likewise throttled 

Tf a flue lining is used, a careless 
workman will all too often crudely 
knock off an end of the tile that is to 
go into the offset and insert it, exert 
ing no effort to fl the jagged con 
nection in the flue angle with a 
cement joint. Without properly mi- 
tered at the inclined section of 
the tile chimney turbulence and 
frictional resistance are increased 

Because cracks may develop in even 
a well-built chimney, the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters recom 
mends, and most city building codes 
require, a fire clay flue lining in the 
chimney This fire clay lining should 
extend throughout the entire height 
of the chimney 

To assure a straight. smooth 
punted cach successive length 
of timing tile should be positioned 
first and the supporting brick work 
built up arownd it. This is not the 
prevailing practice, however. In 


cases the brick work is built up first 
and then the lining is dropped into 
position inside. The inevitable result 
ts a failure to get tight joints between 
tile sections and a failure to properly 
fll the space hetween lmning and brick 
work with mortar 

The jounts between successive sec 
thoms of lining should be made tight 
and the mortar used throughout 
should be that which ix commonly 
nientrhed as coment mortar rather 
than lime mortar. Various proprietary 
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NE of the most sgnificant for- 

ward steps in building code de- 
velopment im several generations 
was made late mm 199 when the 
Building Officials Conference of 
America completed writing and 
adopted a new basic building code 
if thie were an ordinary code, its 
completion would not be a tor 
ward step nor would it be signif 
cant because we have had material 
specihcation building codes, which 
have been tagged as obsolete, for 
years. This new BOCA basic code 
establishes minimum performance 
standards, and does not specify ma.- 
terials, thas finally bringing to the 
industry a code which automati 
cally accepts new materials and 
methods just as soon as they have 
passed standard performance tests 
conducted by a recognized agency 

A building code, such as the new 
BOCA hasic code, can never be 
come obsolete because up 
performance standards for strength, 
fire resistance, sanitation and sim 
lar factors, As long as a material 
or combination of materials per 
forms to satiafy minimum require 
ments, it must be accepted. regard 
tees of whether it has been on the 
market for a century or only since 
yesterday A great many of the 
2. odd specification codes now im 
use throughout the United States 
automatically bar many new mate 
reals and methods because of the 
imertia of local cade authorities, 
plus the difficulty of obtaming 
amendments to the codes to accept 
the material, plus the opposition 
of anions and competitive produc 
ers and distributors Light gauge 
gypoum, light 
weight aggregate masonry block 
plywood and metal skins for house

cated plumbing panels, BX elec 
trical cable and new mesulating ma 


terials are denied to the residents

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Late in 1948, the BOCA adopted 
an abridged edition of the basic 
code to satisfy a demand from 
smaller municipalities. One free 
copy of this abridged performance 
code was made available to every 
incorporated city of village. More 
than 2000 were distributed and 
hundreds of municipalities have 
adopted the abridged code The 
abridged edition deals with struc 
tures up to three stories in hegght 
and has proved an unusually prac- 
tical document for cities up to 
25000 population. The recently 
completed basic code ts an clabora 
tron of the abridged edition, closely 
correlated with it, so that the latter 
ean be enlarged by merely adding 
sections from the unabridged basic 
cade 

Each community which chooses 
to adopt the basic BOCA perform 
ance code must amend the uniform 
draft before adoption to establish 
requirements which vary, 
as a rule, with soil conditions, ch 
mate, topography and weather 
These local code variations are 
minor in relation to the over-all 
basic provisions of the code 

It was five years ago that the 
Building Officials Conference of 
America decided that the hodge 
podge of building cules in the US 
and the haphazard manner of revision 
should be climimated. At the same 
time the group adopted a vigorous 
program aimed at promulgation 
and adoption of a uniform national 
building code. With the assistance 
and full cooperation of the best en 
gineering talent in the country, the 
new basic code was written. While 
more than 630,000 man hours was 
spent gratuitously in writing the 
code, almost $100,000 was spent m 
travel, office and clerical expense 
A committee headed by Lather 
Boggs. of Atlanta, Ga. and the 
writer as vice chairman, represent. 
ed the National 
Home Builders im 


Association of 
industry-wle 
sessions on the new code 

Further implementing the cur 
rent movement toward uniformity 
im performance building codes was 
the organization in 1949 of a joint 
committee for unification of bald 


mg codes, embodying representa 


tives from all the major code-writ 
ing groups. This committee was 
made up of representatives from 
The American Standards Associa- 
tion, Inc., Building Officials Con 
ference of America, Inc. and its 
affiliate, the Building Officials 
Foundation; Housing and Home 
Finance Agency; National Board 
of Fire Underwriters; National 
Bureau of Standards; National 
Fire Protection Association; Pa- 
cite Coast Building Officials Con 
ference, Southern Building Code 
Underwriters Labora- 
tories.

When we realize that 47 per cent 
of the 2.200 existing codes in the 
US. have not been changed for

maming 53 per cent with few ex 
ceptions, have undergone only mi 
nor variations in the same period, 
it ts casy to understand why there 
is so much discouragement in de- 
veloping cost-saving materials, 
practices and equipment im the 
building industry, particularly im 
home building These old codes 
have not been changed to admit 
new materials and new techniques 
because their makeup forces such 
a herculean task on any individual 
or group wishing to even mitiate a 
change, let alone make the changes 
City officials, who, as a cule, know 
nothing about building ofr mate 
rials, call for an endless array of 
statistics, research, procedure de- 
tails and requirements—all corre 
lated to current accepted standards 
developed by vears of practice and 
study. The most popular code re 
viston technique is to take the ex 
isting code, review it, accept most 
of ws provisions, changing only 
thone specifications on which at 
tention has been focused by pres 
sure from an individual or group 


Congress 
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The new uniform basic BIW A 
code can mean tremendous savings 
in volume production of stancdard- 
ized building materials, accessories 
and equipment. The new code es- 
tablishes use groups for structures, 
unitiorm for all communities, so 
that if a building is intended to 
house a certam number of persons 
within any given area, the same stand- 
ards prevail in all communities. The 
hre exposure test and fire resistance 
test on any given material or com 
bination of materials is the same in 
Georgm as it is in Montana If 
tests prove its qualifications fer ac- 
ceptance under the performance 
requirements of the BOCA code, 
then it can be used wherever the 
code is accepted 

Because this is a performance 
code, the testing techniques on sew 
materials and combinations of ma- 
terials is of especial importance 
The plan is to have the existing 
Building Officials Foundation un 
derwritten by manufacturers until 
it can become self-supporting. This 
BOF would become the clearing 
house which would submit mate 
rials, equipment and techniques to 
accredited laboratories for tests to 
determine them ehgibility under the 
BOCA uniform code standards 
This foundation would logically 
supervise the tests, assemble re 
ports and make reports available to 
all interested groups. Work would 
be carned on closely with the U.S 
Bureau of Standards, the Bureau 
of Fire Underwriters and other es- 
tablished groups issuing reports on 
standards and practices of interest 
to the building industry 

No building code, regardlem of 
how good it may be, is enforceable 
unless it 1s backed by law. It must 
be passed on by the local governminy 
body, which is made up largely of 
individuals with no experience in 
building of materials. Therefore, 
it behooves every individual in the 
buikding industry to educate him 
self on building codes and offer his 
services on local code committees 
to help the harassed politicians who 
are striving for the right anewers 
to code problems. Many times 
there are selfish interests that must 
be investigated and properly class: 
fed regarding code preparation 
This problem must be faced wheth 
er the mterests are labor, material 
producers, politicians, real estate 
people or builders and contractors

By 
1952, according to these estimates it 
is expected that motel units will total 
1,400,000, and that the bulk of these 
will continue to be in the luxury class 
with an average of 42 units each. 

Luxury motels of the type now 
common in the south and southwest 
are growing m number in the north 
and cast.

Texas, now under comstruc 
tion, costing more than $11,688) per 
unit, The newness of the mote! idea 
and the speed with which grow- 
ing ts another one of thowe marvels of 
American public service which cre 
ates for the building industry an an- 
rivalled opportunity. Motels are not 
only goung for the very fioest m 
planning and materials but for the 
very latest developments im all types 
of building service plumbing, beat- 
ing. air conditioning. lighting, kitchen 
equipment, and, of course, for all the 
extras m furnishing and decorating 

A recent study by American Motel 
Magazine shows that among existing 
motels 23 per cent have investments, 
exclusive of land waluce, of more than 
$100,000. 3% per cent fall into the 
$50,000 to $100,000 class. and per 
com have imvestments of between 
$25 000 and $50.000. Only 2 per cent 
have mvestments of between $10,000 
and $15.00 

Preterence by travelers for motels 
is steadily imereasing, accordmg to 
American Automobile Association 
figures. In 19.57 tourist court accom 
mexlations were preferred by only 
12% per cent of the motorists on the 
road. In 1945, this figure had jumped 
to 38 per cent. Since 1949 with the 
growth of better motel accommeda 
thoms and capacity business still being 
done by motels, i is clear that prefer. 
ence for them has again been en. 
large 

The average motel investment for 
1948 was more than $69,000, a $20,000 
increase over 1947. This figure will

Plenning Pleys A Big Rele 

Parallel with the increased demand 
for motels on the part of tourist: i 
the imereased competition among 
motel owners. These proprictors 
must vie for the tourists’ trade with 
superior locations, appealing design 
amd landscaping. more services, and 
other dewrable features. Motel con 
struction im cach imstance mvolwes 
problems particular to the area, but 
im most cases many of these can be 
overcome by planning ahead. Experi- 
enees of those who developed and 
completed the attractive Holiday Inn 
Motel, Long Beach, Calif, point up 
the fact that initial planning played a 
leading role in the success of the mo- 
tel 

Architect O. A. Pearce. when con- 
sidering the barkding of Holetay Inn, 
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REQUIREMENT by the owne: of the Queens Court Mote! units was that they be as fireproo! and storm proof as possible 
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feht that many tourists would prefer 
quiet. homelike accommodations 
rather than the bustle of the buey 
hotels or the rather commercial cold. 
of many motels. In prelemenary 
discussions with the desagner, thy and 
other related factors were given care- 
ful comsidet ation 

First, while the location was good, 
being far enough from the mam high- 
way to insure quictness, some means 
of attracting the tourist from the 
highway was necessary 

Secund, due to government buniding 
restrictiom, then effect. the dengn 
had to include housckeeping units 
(living-dining, bedroom, bath, and 
kitchen) which could be converted at 
a later date to more usable single and 
double apartments 

Third, the designers beliewed that 
ence most tourtsts come to wiert 
friends or stay for the season, every 
effort should be made to induce them 
to remam at the motel for the dura- 
tion of their visit 

The first ccmsideration bemg to 
attract the exterior mate- 
rials, colors, landscapmg and archi- 
tectural details were planned to be 
cye-<atching, yet subdued and imvit- 
ing. The large expanse of lawn and 
tropical planting against natural red- 
wood walls is a welcome contrast to 
glaring white stucco of many average 
motels 

The entrance drive placed at one 
side, leads to the alley and carports 
All apartments face the center garden 
and cach opens to its own patio shield 
ed by redwood fencing and planting 
Grey-green window trim harmoniz 
es with the landscape. The greyed 
chartreuse doors and the long thin 
line of the coping add a note of color 

All apartments except the man- 
ager’s and owner's are a repeat plan 
for construction economy. All kitchens 
were equipped with double plumbing 
so they could be casily converted to 
baths when controls were removed 
Connecting doors allow rental as a

Economy House with Alternate Plan 


Te provide a livable twe- 
bedroom heuse with an ex- 
pansible reef line that can 
be built economically was 
the basic theught fer this 
month's blueprint house 


apna without loss of living 
area was the prime consideration 
of Walter T. Anicka, architect of 
Ann Arbor, Mich. in designing the 
current blueprint house. 

The house contains 1020 square 
feet of floor space including parti- 
tions. Space is arranged to provide 
the greatest amount of comfort and 
convenience for the occupants. The 
reception hall, placed in the center of 
the plan with a side entrance, pro- 
vides immediate access to all rooms. 
The living-diming room and kitchen 
face the street with bedrooms over- 
looking the rear yard, away from the 
noise of the road 

Features im the alternate plan in- 
clude a fireplace with exposed brick 
surfaces on three sides, and a wood 
grille on side of living room opposite 
the opening, with cupboard below 
The alternate plan provides for a 
basement under the front end of 


house, approached by a stair that is 
placed in the area containing heater 
as indicated im the basic plan. Heater 
and laundry service are located im 
the basement 

To provide for additional room, 
and yet not increase the square foot 
ground area of house, the designer 
altered the roof pitch to establish 
sufficient head room for a fair sized 
bedroom and closets. The increased 
roof pitch enhances the exterior ap- 
pearance of the house 

The exterior of the howe follows 
im general the pattern of design used 
by Amicka and which has found a 
ready public acceptance. Sidewalks 
are covered with wile horizontal 
wood siding, featured areas are cov- 
ered with plywood and vertical wood 
battens.

The vol- 
ume is predicated on the time-tried 
truth that a satisfied customer is 
the best salesman 

Big, hard-working Don Scholz 
believes in interesting design and 
his houses are graphic translations 
of sound attractive styles from 
blueprint to frame and stone and 
brick. The houses are, for the most 
part, colonial-ranch-type one-story 
or story-and-a-half-dwellings, of a 
combination of two of these three 
materials. He has built what he 
considers is the longest ranch-type 
house in Toledo~-a 113 footer, and 
has also included a sprinkling of 
modern design homes in the jobs 
the company has turned out since 
1946, 

Scholz utihzes aew building tech- 


niques and products im adhering to 
the theory that interesting design 
sells. Glass block is found in nearly 
all of his homes, used functionally 
as well as decoratively in garages, 
kitchens, snack bars, utility rooms, 
bathrooms and on the street side in 
places where daylight is desirable, 
yet privacy is wanted 

In many mstances he has utilized 


interior glass block partitions to 


“borrow” daylight from an outside 
room, thus brightening up what 
would otherwise be a dark corner 

With no set pattern of architec- 
ture and no two houses the same, 
Scholz Construction does not use 
a mass production technique. How- 
ever, all the homes are built accord. 
ing to efficient, workable plans, 
which are of mutual benefit to both 
the builder and home owner. The 
company regularly employs 3S car- 
penters to make up the three crews 
it uses. One crew does the rough 
framing. A second crew does the

The heating units are, like every 
other aspect of the homes, accord 
ing to the latest design. For the 
most part, they are « combination 
of radiant heat and warm air, with 
hot air registers and cold air re 
turns along the baseboards, and

pipes imbedded in the concrete of 
the floor 

Recently Scholz has been install. 
ing underficor plenum heating sys 
tems in basementiess houses. A 
reverse flow furnace feeds heat into 
the space between the wood floor 
and the ground beneath the house 
The heat is admitted to the rooms 
by baseboard registers. The earth 
beneath the house is covered with 
two-inch crushed stone and an 
aluminum foil blanket is laid over 
the stone to complete the msulating 
yob. Furnaces in the Scholz houses 
are etther of the off or gas type 
Rock lath with alumimum foil back 


ing is used for sheathing, with 
Fiberglas blankets in attic floor 

Scholz homes feature attached 
garages with many of the garages 
built into the continuous lines of 
the house. Local building codes re- 
quire a fire-resisting wall between 
attached garages and houses, and 
Scholz uses a flush-type wood- 
faced door with an incombustible 
mineral core. This door withstands 
a one-hour fire test, thas @ con 
forms casily to the local building 
code and i an attractive replace- 
ment for the old cement-asbestos 
faced door previously used 

Scholz Construction has two ma 
jor developments completed. The 
first, Ottawa Plains Estates, is an 
attractive tract of BB houses about 
10 miles from the heart of the city 
When the project was in its carly 
stages, Toledoans by the score 
caused Sunday traffic jams, winding 
through the paved streets of the 
development im an interested, cur 
ous motorcade. It was at this time 
that many of the houses sold them 
selves. After the prospective buyer 
had been impressed by the design 
of the Scholz-built homes, an im 
quiry at the company office (a small 
building of construction similar to 
the homes) disclosed that Scholz 
could offer a complete “package” 
transaction including design, build 
ing, and an unwritten 
guarantee of construction 

The second major Scholz project 
ws the Talmadge Estates in Ottawa 
Hills. The homes here are im the 


higher price range and for the most 
part are interspersed with other 
homes m this residential area 

The enthusiastic tenants of the 


WINDOW of block odds 
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projects are quick to assert that 
Scholz had no “sell ‘em and forget 
‘em attitude”—in fact, two of the 
Scholz employees spend their full

Another customer relations touch 
that has the confidence of 
home buyers is the personalized 
service Don Scholz offers in his 
capacity as president of the organi 
zation. He designs most of the 
houses, assisted by a young de- 
signer, Robert Wahl. Scholz also 
handles the financing, the general 
supervision of construction and 
spends some of his time on sales 

Vice President of the firm, an 
able assistant to Mr. Scholz, 
Lawrence Prince, an engineer who 
worked with Scholz in Hartford, 
Conn. during the war. They fore- 
saw the opportunity m the home 
building field and left imdustrial 
work to return to Scholz’ home in 
Toledo to begin their new business 
Tagether with Scholz’ tather, who 
died in 1946 and Frank Snyder, fin 
ishing supervisor, they formed the 
new company 

Scholz Construction is a member 
of the National Association of 
Home Builders and finds the Asso- 
cation extremely helptul, particu. 
larly with labor contracts 

In January Scholz had a unique 
display at the Toledo Home Build 
ers and Industries Exposition 
which was held m Toledo's Civic 
Audnorwm. The firm constructed a 
home 71 feet by 24 feet, of a typical 
Scholz design. The materials were 
supplied gratis by the company's 
usual supphers, the home was land 
escaped, and a large department 
store furnished it 

The problem of getting the house 
inside Civic Auditorium was solved 
by prefabricating it in 16 foot sec 
tions and then erecting it within 
the exposition building in about a 
week 
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OHN BONFORTE, one of the 
largest builders of homes in Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo. has been con 


stantly expanding his burlding opera 
thoms srnce bes release from the army 
engineer corps in 1945. In that year 
he set up and completed a schedule of 
10 two-bedroom houses which he sold 
for $7,450 each. His next group of 
houses numbered 25. Built in 1946 
they contained two bedrooms, full 
basements, and were listed for $9200 
to $10,000. In 1947 he mowed into the 
$12,000 class. He built 12 of these 
homes im addition to four four-bed 
room and two-hathroom houses that 
sold for $15,000 tw $17,000. Late in 
1947 he dropped hack to a two-bed

ing, two for exterior cornice work, 
two for window and door frames and 
miscellaneous items and one for lay 
ing root shingles.

A rather mgenious progress chart 
has been devised by Bonforte to keep 
an accurate account of the daily con- 
struction work done on cach house 
A large piece of cardboard with the 
various symbols indicated on m is 
posted on the wall of the office. A 
record of cach house is kept in the 
file on which is drawn a rectangle 
representing the house. As the work 
progresses the respective symbol in- 
dicating its phase of work is filled in 
on the drawing. In this manner a 
person who is familiar with the chart 
and symbols can know m a moment 
the progress of any particular house 
in construction on the project. This 
chart is also of great value to the 
sales staff of the Bonforte organiza- 
tion, as it keeps them posted on the 
work in the field. They can accurately 
adivise the purchaser who is waiting 
to get into bis new house the con- 
struction progress as of that day

the idea of service to the contractor 
and consumer Broad, central alleys 
and easily accessible stock m yards 
encourage pick-ups trom these 
plants.

Two draftsmen are regularly em- 
played by the company. Their serv 
ices are at the disposal of contrac- 
tors and potential home owners 
This company does not engage di- 
rectly mm construction. However, 
works in close cooperation with 
local contractors to whom it directs 
possible customers 

The new building shown im the 
photograph (top, left) houses the 
general offices and the local office 
of the north Terre Haute yards 
The semi-circular section was cape 
cially designed to utilize the acute 
angle portion of a trapezoid-shaped 
lot without distorting the rectan- 
gular pattern of the rooms. The 
glass used in this section was man- 
ufactured by the Piutsburgh Plate 
Glass Company. The overhead door 
which also enhances the facade of 
the batkding was manutactured by 
the Overhead Door Corporation 
The general contractors tor the 
office building were C. H. Garmong 
and Seon. Terre Haute. The sheds 
were constructed by Fred C Lib- 
bert 

The first floor rooms of the office 
building are equipped with indirect 
fluorescent lighting, 44-inch acous 
tical tile, and asphait tile flooring 
Second floor rooms are decorated 
with varying colors ranging from 
dubonnet to cream. One af the 
rooms on this lewel serves as a re 
ception room for customers. An 
automatic has been installed 
in this new building to facilitate the 
removal of cinders and refuse from 
the basement 

The company does build hog 
houses and similar small farm sheds 
during winter months, expecially 
Since the company operates two 
mill shops and employs two full 
time carpenters, the construction 
of these small buildings insures a 
year-round supply of work 

Evidence of success under Mrs 
Pawley's management is afforded 
by the wolume of business done. In 
addition, the number of persons 
employed has increased from 37 in 
19% to the present total of 67. The 
organization operates a fleet of 24

A feature of the home from the 
front ts the open canopy extending 18 
feet from the wall of the house, rest 
ing on a brick retaining wall at the 
edge of the lawn. The 2x1(-inch 
framing members are painted white 
Teo the right of the entrance & an- 
other framework of 2x8's, on 24-inch 
centers, fwe feet long Above them is 
a 2-foot overhang which goes across 
the entire fromt of the house. The 
front is stucco painted gray except 
for the boards and batts on either side 
of the door, These are white. The 
garage front of boards and batts is 
also white. The low pitched roof is 
covered with white gravel 

The massive front door is five feet 
wide and two inches thick and is 
weather stripped. To the left of the 
entrance is a guest closet with slid.

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Homes, built with new 
type exterier wall con- 
struction fer Detreit, 
find « ready market 


stucco exterior walls, 
strengthened with a special type 
of steel remforcimg wire, offered 
something new to Builder Leo M 
Riley, of Detroit, Mich That was one 
reason he was anxious to try it, plus 
the fact that homes incorporating 
this type of wall comstruction had 
never been beilt in the Detrom area 
In preliminary planning for a low- 
cost home project, Riley thought he 
could make cost savings in wall con 
struction, and convert these savings 
into extras that would add sales ap 
peal to the homes 

In three and a half months, the 
Riley organization completed 24 
homes incorporating the method, and 
Riley says his planning proved right 
He reports enthusiastic acceptance on 
the part of home buyers—the hornes, 
completed in November last year, 
were sold before completon—and he 
plans to build more homes with rein- 
forced stucco walls this year 

Part of the savings made im a sales 
price of $8,195 for the 4-room houses 
went into extra tile for the kitchen 
and bathrooms, a kitchen ventilating 
fan, select oak flooring, steel cabinets 
and sink in the kitchen, steel windaws

polished brass hardware throughout 
the houses, and for venetian blinds 
Full basements and 48x110-foot bots 
were included in the sales prices 

The homes rest on &x20-inch foot 
ings placed below the frost line. These 
support B-inch concrete block founda. 
tion walls. Diagonal 1x6 subflooring 
is used, over 2x8 floor joists. Joists, 
2x4 studs, and 2x6 rafters are placed 
16 inches O-C. Interior walls are load 
bearing. Metal trim is used. Roof cov- 
ering is 210-pound asphalt shingtes 
over ix6 roof boards laid tight. Blan- 
ket type cotton insulation is used in 
walls and ceiling 

The stucco walls were made by 
placing a layer of building paper and 
25/ 32-inch sheathing directly on the 
outside of the studs. Over this, Key- 
mesh reinforcing wire, made by Key- 
stone Steel & Wire Co., was placed. A 
special type furring nail holds the 
wire 4 inches out from the sheathing 
Over the reinforcing wire, a %-inch 
scratch coat of Portland cement stuc- 
co was applied, allowing it to embed 
the steel wire. After this dried, a sec- 
ond -inch coat of stucco was added, 
then two coats of cement paint applied 
to complete the job. 
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HAT E. W. Gilland, owner of 
the Valley Escrow Co. im South- 
ern Calitorma’s San Fernando Val- 
ley, had in mind when he planned a 
new offee building was a structure 
which would combune striking desugn 
with low-cost construction. Gilland’s

Located on a heavily-traveled thor - 
oughfare, Ventura at Sherman 
Oaks, the office attracts much atten- 
tion from passing motorists.

The pylons are built of reinforced 
concrete with a facing of concrete 
blocks. The vertical reinforcement of 
the pylons continues and becomes part

The plan is arranged so that the 
two side walls are solid masonry 
Walls facing street and rear bot are 
composed almost entirely of glass, 
with supporting double il 
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spaced four feet apart. These mullions 
in turn receive the roof and ceiling 
rafters above. Rafters are cantilev- 
ered out to form canopy across entire 
front 

The low canopy acrow front, with 
an underside of corrugated aluminum, 
extends for about cight feet into the 
office.

The home, designed by Ru- 
doiph A. Matern, New York archi- 
tect, was origmally presented in the 
form of a rendering and floor plan 
im the April, 1948, issue of American 
Rudder. Because tt could be adapted 
to their needs as well as oriented to 
a deep corner lot, it was selected by 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred A. Clark, Arling- 
ton Heights, Il, and built for them 
by H. R. Jacobson & Co., local build- 
ers 

Exterior of the home is a combina- 
tion of Lannon stone and cedar siding 
on the front, and cedar siding on the 
sides and rear. A sheltered entrance 
to the vestibule and garage 1s achieved 
by recessing part of the front wall 4 
feet 6 inches back from the edge af 
the roof. In fromt of the entrance, a 
flagstone walk, laid in concrete over 
a gravel Gill, blends attractively with 
the Lannon stone on the front of the 
house 

The home, as originally planned by 
Matern, offers a good opportunity 
whereby a builder can complete the 
four downstairs rooms, and leave the 
upstairs portion to be completed by 
owners when they choose. In the 
Clark home, two large attractively 
finished bedrooms and a bath are ac- 
cessible from a U-shaped hallway at 
the head of the stairway.
